2) Claim 7, line 5; the first recitation of " the output of " should be deleted. 

3) Claim 9, lines 2,3-4; the recitation " a second set of outputs " should be recited as 
" a second set of inputs/outputs ". 

4) Claim 10, lines 3,4,5; Claims 12,20, line 3; Claim 14, lines 2-3; Claim 16, lines 4,5,6; 
Claim 18, line 2; the recitations " sub-samples " and " sub-sample" are not clear. 
It is not clear if they are same as " destination sub-samples " and " destination 
sub-sample 
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3. Claims 1-21 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
